‘My wife knows how to fix 
things for our table, I don’t owe a 
oe> t, and I bare a few dollars oat 
jon Interest In good banks. For the 
lifts of me ! can't tell wbat the peo¬ 
ple roeau by hard times.” Here 
was a citizen who was contented 
with makiug a little aud saving a 
heap. 

Suppose all citizens were to be 
•likewise contented, that make op 
our country, where could hard times 
come in to mar onr domestic bappi 
ness, and interfere with onr, social 
religioos and educational interests. 
Under snch circomstance. hard 
i times would lie a thing of the past, 
ia mere matterot heresay.—Contrib 
inted.
